The Fur Trapper 


Lees of Lumber Small Compared te 
Trapper’s Loss 

Seldom does the casual observer or 
even the Interested individual for that { 
matter, over see those two highly im- 
portant subjects discussed together. 

Much has been sald and more has 
been written of the vast areas of tim- 
ber lands, falling prey to the flames. 
Far easier to reduce the resultant loss 
of lumber, into dollars and cents, than 
to estimate with the faintest degree 
of accuracy the pecuniary loss in so! 
far as the fur bearers are concerned. 

That forest fires destroy wild life is 
unquestioned—but to what extent is a 
somewhat debatable question. Endow-: | 


ed with keen brains and active bodies, 


most-of-the wild folk, it~ ~would “ap- 

pear, scurry before the onrush of the | 
flames—on occasion leaving their 

young to fight as best they may. 

To the experienced man of the 

woods, the action-of-certain wild crea- 

tures follows certain clearly defined 

lines, for instance, during a fire of 

any consequence, such pecullarly gift- 

ed animals as the beaver and the rat,

The Lazy Lizard 
‘ Reoent Arrival at London Zoo Has No 
Legs : 

It is reported that titeré ‘has just 
arrived at tle London Zoological Gar- 
dens a creature which “looks like a 
worm but really is a degraded lizard 
whose legs and ears have faded 
away.” 

This degraded lizard lives in the 
huge nests of the “sanba” ant, and 
when it wishes to dine it simply puts 
out: ita tongue and licks up a few 
ants. 

That is no doubt a very easy way 
of getting 2 good dinner, but we have 
little doubt that the lizard has lost its 

_ legs and become such a poor miser- 
able object through the lazy life it has 
led. . 

Organs which are not used waste, 

and in time vanish like the legs of a 

whale; and the degraded lizard is a 

good example of the dangers of sloth. 

It would be a far prettier and happier 

lizard today if it and its ancestors 
had had to run about and: hunt for in- 
fects, as most respectable lizards do. 


Cheese and Batter Exports 


“SJncrease of Over Three Milllon Pounds | 
=~ In 1921 
In the period from May 1 to Dec. 8 
Canada exported to Britain and the 
continent 74,652 packages of butter 
of 66 pounds each. In the same per- 
fod in 1920 the export was 13,079 
packages of the same weight; an in- 
crease of nearly three and a half 
million pounds for 1921. . The num- 
ber of boxes of cheese shipped during 
the same period was 1,429,386, an in- 
crease of 36,157 boxes. Total receipts 
of butter at Montreal for the same 
period were 520,358 packages, against 
$72,869 in 1920. Receipts of cheese 
*“ were 1,533,530 boxes, against 1,415,779 
boxes in 1920. 
This increase in the movement of 
dairy products draws attention to the 


fact that dairying today holds out }° 


more hope of returns than many other 
lines of farming.

Britain And Back In One W. 


Scheme to Link Up Empire By Fast 
‘ Steamers 

Wonders will never cease. Before 
long it will probably be possible to go 
from Canada to Britain and back in a 
week. 

A great scheme to link up the Em- 
pire by a service of fast new steamers 
has been proposed to the Imperial 
Shipping Committee, and the Canadian

The breast drill is one of the most 
familiar of small hand tools in engin- 
eering shops, and many engineering 
ple will therefore be interested in a 
novel form which has been brought 
out by a British firm. This tool pro- 
vides four separate speeds. The 
usual toothed crown wheel is replaced 
by a disc. with four concentric circles 
of conical holes, On the drill spindle 
there is a pinion which meshes. with 
one circle of these holes.

Unemployed yed Of 
Calgary Organize 


Demand-Work at Union Wages and 
Abolition of Charity Board 

Calgary.—Organization of the un- 
employed was effected at a mass 
meeting of over 500 held here. 

‘A central council was named, in- 
cluding representatives of the trades 
and labor council, and other similar 
bodies, with a proportion of two to 
one of unemployed. : 

A firm attempt will be made to 
secure... alleviation for the present 
distressful conditions now’. existing 
in the city in. which 3,0006-are out of 
employment. Determination to- pur- 
sue fir m but peaceable means to 
bring about their wishes was ex- 
pressed. The gathering demanded 
work at union wages, or the equival- 
ent in cash, and-the abolition of the 
charity board which has been hand- 
ling the relief work. Unemployed in 
other ‘cities are being asked to “0- 
operate. 


Arraigns Lloyd ES 
Dublin.—Mary MacSwiney, sister of 
the late lord mayor of Cork, who tied 
in a hunger strike in a prison in Eng-! 
land last year, severely arraigned 
Prime ‘Minister. Lloyd . George ' in 
speaking against the Anglo-Irish 
treaty in the Dail Eireann. She ¢har~ 


acterized the British ‘Prime Minister 
as “an unscrupulous scoundrel.” 


Dublin.—The Dail Bireann by vote 
of 77,to 44, decided on a motion sub- 
mitted by Michael Collins, to adjourn 
further debate on the Irish agreement 
until Tuesday, January 3. It was not 
the motion itself, but an amendment 
to the motion on which the vote was 
actually taken. The amendment in- 
troduced and seconded by opponents 
of the agreement, called’ for continu- 
ous sittings day and evening until a 
ivision was taken on the treaty’s 
ratification or reje¢tion. 


The defeat of the amendment auto- 
matically decided the motion. With 
few exceptions, so far as could be ob- 
served, the vote followed the party 
lines of those favoring or opposing 
the treaty. 


Nobody believes, of course, that if a 
vote had been taken on the-treaty it- 
if the majority would have been so 
great as the vote on the adjournment 
motion gave its supporters, but there 
is no doubt in the minds of those who 
have been following the debates care- 
fully that this vote roughly approxi- 
mates the sentiments for and against 
the treaty. This is denied by some 


of the opponents of the treaty, who ~~~ 


assert that it was not a fair test, as 
many of the deputies on both sides, 
especially the country members, dis- 


‘liked the jdea of the debate continu- 


ing through Christmas and voted for 
the adjournment in order that they 
might get home for. the holidays. 


In fact, Countess Markievicz, one 
of the strongest opponents of the 
treaty, seconded Mr. Collins’ propos- 
al, apparently having in mind as. in: 
dicated by her satrical seconding 
speech, the possibility of the debate 
continuing through: Christmas Day 
and night and overlooking the pos- 
sibility of a party division on the 
motion. 


Mr. Collins showed eagerness to 
rush his motion through to a quick 
division. He summarily checked Mr. 
Milroy, who 
of. the vote to have the question 
cleared up as to whether deputies 
representing two constituencies 
should have two votes, Mr. Collins 
declaring that he would not hear of. 
haying the fate of Ireland decided on 
the question of a technicality. 


When it became apparent that 


there was to be,a party lineup on 
the vote, the atmosphere became 
tense with excitement. Many of the 
spectators failed to understand the 
significance of the proceedings and 
the greatest bewilderment was mani- 


fested upon the announcement of the - 


result of the vote. Mr. de Valera’s 
face was stern and grim when the 
figures were announced. Consider- 
able elation was shown by. Collins 
and his adherents. Desmond Fitz- 
Gerald, “minister of propaganda,” 
who supports the agreement, said he 
believed that not more than ten op- 
ponents of the treaty voted. for ad- 
journment, indicating a majority for 
the treaty of 13. 


Manitoba Shows Deficit For Year 

Winnipeg.—Manitoba public ae 
counts for 1921 show’a deficit of $650,- 
000 when presented to the provincial 
legislature late in January. This is 
the largest. deficit. shown for some 
years. Increased cost of mainten- 
ance of ‘government, mothers’ allow- 
ances and aids to agriculture are 
largely responsible for surpluses of 
past years being wiped out, it was 
stated.
